Despite a shortage of skilled la¬ 
bor in the area, employment op¬ 
portunities are expected to con¬ 
tinue to rise during the coming 
months. 

Operating coal mines are work¬ 
ing on a full time basis and plans 
for future expansion of the indust¬ 
ry are very encouraging. NES re¬ 
ports there are no unemployed 
coal miners in the area. 

The lumbering industry has been 
operating on a full time basis and 
the NES is continually seeking ex¬ 
perienced workers to fill vacant 
positions. 

Mr. Robertson stated that seven 
new businesses, employing about 
100 people, have located in the 
Pass between Fernie and Bellevue 
during the past year and indica¬ 
tions are evident that other in¬ 
dustry is viewing the area with 
interest. 

The construction industry is 
maintaining a good pace with new 
sewage installations progressing in 
Coleman and Blairmore. Fernie of¬ 
ficials report an extension of their 
sewer system is well underway. 

Harvesting was delayed by un¬ 
seasonably wet weather.

He requested P.F.R.A. to study Water Development along the 
Eastern slope of the Rockies, which led to the Waterton Lakes 
Dam Development Project and the Chain Lakes Water Devel¬ 
opment. 


Dr. Kindt operated his own Economic Consulting Firm 
for Western Canada with offices at Calgary, prior to becoming 
a Member of Parliament. He is married and lives on his farm 
at Nanton, Alberta.

The Technique of Getting Things Done 

If you are a potential lazy-bones, as I am, 
you will be interested in this new book which 
devotes itself to solving the problem. 

Donald A. Laird, a noted psychologist, 
thinks we all have a streak of laziness. He has 
spent a great part of his life studying tech¬ 
niques we can use to overcome it. I've been 
testing some of them. They help. 

He starts from the premise that it isn't 
how much you know but what you get done 
that the world rewards and remembers. You 
decide what rewards you would like, and why 
you would wish to be remembered; then start 
to get things done which will lead to that end. 
Your biggest stumbling block will be weak¬ 
ness in getting things done. There are meth¬ 
ods of beating that weakness. 

You have a head start if your childhood 
wasn't too easy; if you had routine chores to 
do and took them for granted. Getting things 
done is partly a matter of habit. You have 
learned to produce at least as much as you 
consume. In modern society you may be able 
to get by without doing your share, but you 
still cannot win the really big rewards. 

If you want big rewards, you start today 
to get things done. Make a list of what you 
ought to get done tomorrow - and get part of 
it done this very day. Tackle the toughest one 
first. Get rid of that job that has been nag¬ 
ging you by tackling it and getting it done. 

Are you disappointed? Did you expect 
some secret knack for beating your laziness? 

I read the book eagerly, hoping for some such 
secret. There wasn't any. You simply start 
doing essential things. You know that they 
have to be done sometime. So you start now. 
If you want to win those rewards, you go from 
the first one to the next one without a long 
breather in between. 

Laird recommends that you read some 
biographies of the greats. You will then see 
why they became great. It wasn't luck. It 
often wasn't brains. Certainly it wasn't health 
because many of the greats were feeble and 
wracked with pain most of their lives. They 
discovered that the only technique for getting 
things done was to do them. 

Simple, isn't it?

The CBC News Service is mar¬ 
shaling its full resources to bring 
Canadians the fastest and most 
thorough returns possible on elect¬ 
ion night, Monday, November 8. 
Reporting of results will start on 
both radio and television when the 
polls close at 7 p.m., in the vari¬ 
ous zones, and will continue until 
the overall result is known. 

OBC TV News has organized 
election reporting teams at six re¬ 
gional centres to collect results 
from all 265 constituencies across 
the country. There will also be re¬ 
ports from the five party lead¬ 
ers and from the respective head¬ 
quarters of major political parties 
in Ottawa. 

For campaign and election night 
coverage on TV, James M. Minifie 
is up from Washington to cover 
the Quebec scene; Peter Reilly has 
returned from UN headquarters in 
New York to report on Ontario; 
Kingsley Brown is in the Maritime 
provinces, with assistance from 
Doug Brophy in Newfoundland, 
Ken Mason is reporting from the 
Prairies, and Harry Nuttall is eov- 
erign the Pacific region. 

Anchoring election night cover¬ 
age at Election Central in TV stu¬ 
dio 7 in Toronto will be Norman 
DePoe, Knowlton Nash, and Bruce 
Marsh, assisted by the noted politi¬ 
cal analyst, Peter Regenstereif, 
who will analyze and assess the 
voting trends revealed by the IBM 
1440 computer — the most ambi¬ 
tions data communications system 
yet designed by IBM for CBC elect¬ 
ion coverage. 

Television reporting of results 
will consist of 20-minute national 
segments each half hour, follow¬ 
ed by 10-minute detailed local and 
regional coverage by individual 
stations on the network.
